The  rowers  were  to  be  uniformly 
dressed  in  accordance  with  the  three 
marine  colors — white,  red  and  bin*.  | 
The  white  diviiiion  was  directed  to  take 
np  position  at  the  two  arch**  on  earn  i 
side  of  the  center  arch  of  Westminster 
bridge,  the  red  division  at  the  fair  | 
arches  next  the  Surrey  shore  and  tkc 
bines  at  the  four  arches  on  the  Middle  1 
sex  side  of  the  river.  The  oompauy  was 
to  embark  between  5  and  8  o'clock  |u 
the  eveniug,  and  at  7  all  the  boats  wave 
to  move  np  the  river  to  pauolagh  In  , 
procession,  the  marshal  .  the  white,  j 
in  a  12  oared  barge,  leading  his  divi¬ 
sion  ;  the  marshals  of  the  red  and  hltte. 
with  their  respective  divisions,  follow¬ 
ing  at  intervals  of  three  minutes  be¬ 
tween  each.  Early  in  the  afternoon  the 
river  from  London  bridge  to  Millbank 
was  crowded  with  pleasure  boats,  and 
stands  gayly  decorated  with  dags  ware 
erected  wherever  a  view  of  the  Thames 
could  be  obtained. 

Soon  after  8  o’clock  concerts  were 
held  under  the  arches  of  Westminster 
bridge,  and  a  salute  of  21  cannons  an¬ 
nounced  the  arrival  of  the  lord  mayor. 

A  race  of  wager  boats  followed,  and  the 
procession  mov«>d  in  picturesque  irregu¬ 
larity  to  Ranelagh.  The  ladies  ware 
dressed  in  white,  the  gentlemen  in  un¬ 
dress  frocks  of  all  colors.  Aboct  2, 
persons  were  supposed  to  be  on  the  riftr 
at  one  time. — Pittsburg  Dispatch.
